Mr. Kinnions read some statistics in reference
to tbe increase in the liquor iridic in Jersey Cltjr,
which was promoted by tho Hourd of Aldermen, who
set at naught the vetoes ot the Mayor.

Kev. Walter Urett inado a strong appeal to men ol
all creeds, Catholic and 1'roior-tant, moderate drinkers
and evon drunkards, who can come In lor their own
salvation, ilo donouueud the members of (he Hoard
ol Aldermen who voted for I be gran time ol licensee
ovor tbe veto of Mayor Sledler, or whom Jersey City
might well be proud.
Mr. Oliver Cotter, ot Brooklyn, said tbo old Hoard in

New York known as the "Forty Tnlevos" never did
as lulamous an act as tbe Jersey City Hoard of Alder-
men iu votlug to grant a license to a Uou known as fba
"Houso ot Uluzos." Ho bail o'ten heard that Jersey
wuh out ol tho l/ntted SUies, and ho bogun to
Hunk it was true. (Applause,) Mayor Mtedlcr
hid abown a uoble example la taking tue
lead in Una tuuvcmeui. lie was Hurry to say
that llio Mayor ot his city (lirooklyu) hud not moral
cuurago to do likewise, ilo hud dodged the question,
and it only remained lor the people to uodge him ul
tl.c next election, l'ush forward this great work of
closing up (trugferits ou the .Sabbath, enforce tbe law
as It ip and wo shall have fewer drunken Aldermen
aud have need ot fewer drunken polioemen.
